Engineers prepare 
to launch static kill 
to plug gusher forever 

New Orleans 

The only thing keeping millions 
more gallons of oil out of the Gulf 
of Mexico right now is a rush job: 
an experimental cap that has held 
for more than two weeks but was 
never meant to be permanent. As 
soon as this week, crews will be 
pumping in some insurance. 

Engineers are preparing to 
launch a so-called static kill as 
early as Monday evening, shoving 
mud and perhaps cement into the 
blown-out well to make it easier to 
plug the gusher up forever and end 
the Summer of the Spill. 

The effort carries no certainty, 
and BP PLC engineers still plan 
to follow it up days later by send- 
ing a stream of mud and cement 
into the bottom of the mile-deep

Sounds Familiar 

If the static kill attempt sounds 
familiar, that’s because it is. The 
company tried a similar process, 
called a top kill, to choke the well 
with mud in May.

A few months ago, Dr. Thomas Ein- 
horn was treating a patient with a 
broken ankle that wouldn’t heal, 
so he sought help from the man’s 
own body. 

Einhorn drew bone marrow 
from the man’s pelvic bone with a 
needle and injected that into his 
ankle. Four months later, the ankle 
was healed.

1,100 Killed in Pakistani Floods 



More than 27,000 
people still trapped 
by turbulent waters 

Peshawar, Pakistan 

The death toll from massive floods 
in northwestern Pakistan rose 
to 1,100 Sunday as rescue work- 
ers struggled to save more than 
27,000 people still trapped by the 
raging water. 

The rescue effort was aided by 
a slackening of the monsoon rains 
that have caused the worst flood- 
ing in decades in Khyber-Pakh- 
toonkhwa province. But as flood- 
waters started to recede, authorities 
began to understand the full scale 
of the disaster. 

“Aerial monitoring is being 
conducted, and it has shown that 
whole villages have washed away, 
animals have drowned, and grain 
storages have washed away,” said 
Latifur Rehman, spokesman for 
the Provincial Disaster Manage- 
ment Authority. 

The flooding, which the U.N. 
estimates has affected 1 million 
people nationwide, comes at a time 
when the Pakistani government 
is already grappling with a falter- 


ing economy and a war against 
the Taliban. 

The U.S. announced Sunday 
that it would provide Pakistan with 
$10 million in humanitarian assis- 
tance, a high-profile gesture at a 
time when the Obama administra- 
tion is trying to dampen anti-Amer- 
ican sentiment in the country. 

The 1,100 death toll from the 


flooding could go even higher 
because rescue workers have been 
unable to access certain areas, said 
Adnan Khan, a disaster manage- 
ment official. 

Almost 700 people have 
drowned in the Peshawar valley, 
which includes the districts of Now- 
shera and Charsadda, and 115 oth- 
ers are still missing, Khan said. 


The districts of Swat and Shang- 
la have also been hit hard and have 
suffered more than 400 deaths, said 
Mujahid Khan, the head of rescue 
services for the Edhi Foundation. 

Authorities have deployed 43 
military helicopters and more than 
100 boats to try to rescue people 
still trapped by the floods, said 
Rehman. riaz khan (ap)

Netherlands First to End 
Combat in Afghanistan 


Kabul, Afghanistan 

The Netherlands became the first 
NATO country to end its combat 
mission in Afghanistan, drawing 
the curtain Sunday on a four-year 
operation that was deeply unpopu- 
lar at home and even brought down 
a Dutch government. 

The departure of the small force 
of nearly 1,900 Dutch troops is 
not expected to affect conditions 
on the ground. But it is politically 
significant because it comes at a 
time of rising casualties and grow- 
ing doubts about the war in NATO 


capitals, even as allied troops are 
beginning what could be the deci- 
sive campaign of the war. 

Canada has announced it will 
withdraw its 2,700 troops in 2011, 
and Polish President Bronislaw 
Komorowski has promised to pull 
out his country’s 2,600 soldiers the 
year after. 

That is likely to put pressure 
on other European governments 
to scale back their forces, add- 
ing to the burden shouldered by 
the U.S., which expects to have 
100,000 troops here by the end of 
next month.

U.A.E., Saudi Arabia 
to block smart phone 
due to security fears 

Dubai, U. A.E. 

The United Arab Emirates said 
Sunday it will block key features 
on BlackBerry smartphones, citing 
national security concerns because 
the devices operate beyond the gov- 
ernment’s ability to monitor their 
use. Officials in Saudi Arabia indi- 
cated it planned to follow suit. 

The decision could prevent hun- 
dreds of thousands of users in the 
Mideast country from accessing 
e-mail and the Web on the hand- 
sets starting in October, putting 


the federation’s reputation as a 
business-friendly commercial and 
tourism hub at risk. 

BlackBerry data is encrypted 


and routed overseas, and the mea- 
sure could be motivated in part by 
government fears that the messag- 
ing system might be exploited by 


terrorists or other criminals who 
cannot be monitored by the local 
authorities. 

However, analysts and activists 
also see it as an attempt to more 
tightly control the flow of informa- 
tion in the conservative country, a 
U.S. ally that is home to the Gulf 
business capital Dubai and the oil- 
rich emirate of Abu Dhabi. 

In announcing the ban, the 
U.A.E. telecommunications watch- 
dog said it will suspend BlackBerry 
messaging, e-mail and Web brows- 
ing services starting Oct. 11. The 
government said it is singling out 
the BlackBerry because the devic- 
es are the only phones in the coun- 
try that automatically send users’ 
data to servers overseas, (ap)

FARES AND FEES 

The airlines are hooked on fees after 
two years of using them to over- 
come, first, high fuel prices and 
then slumping travel demand. A 
new study shows that worldwide, 
carriers took in $13.5 billion from 
fees in 2009, a 43 percent jump in 
just one year. 

“Fees are going to stick, and 
they’re going to become more per- 
vasive,” says Jay Sorensen, a former 
airline executive who is now presi- 
dent of consulting firm IdeaWorks, 
which did the study on fees. 

Airlines have been able to boost 
ticket prices, too. Summer fares 


are up an average of 18 percent, 
according to figures from a trade 
group for the big airlines. 

Travel demand will taper off as 
fall approaches — Continental Air- 
lines is already seeing that. Still, 
airlines will try to avoid slashing 
prices. Rick Seaney, CEO of Fare- 
Compare.com, says the airlines are 
getting better at waving sale pric- 
es in front of customers but selling 


most seats at higher fares. 

PACKED PLANES 

Planes are stuffed like never before. 
Including regional flights, Delta 
filled 88 percent of its seats in 
June, Continental sold 87 percent, 
and American filled 86 percent — 
that’s about 2 percentage points 
higher than last summer. 

“Leisure demand has been 


strong, and we expect it will remain 
so throughout the remainder of the 
summer,” Continental CEO Jeff 
Smisek told analysts. 

Continental also hinted that 
demand is trailing off. Advance 
bookings for the next six weeks 
are running behind the last year’s 
pace. 

Normally when airlines start 
making money after a slump, they’re 
tempted to add new flights to snag 
returning travelers. This time might 
be different. Sluggish bookings and 
concern about the weak economic 
recovery will put pressure on air- 
lines not to add flights that might 
operate half-empty. 

LABOR 

Several large U.S. airlines are in the 
middle of labor negotiations that 
could lead to higher costs and even 
disruptions for travelers. 

Unions are frustrated and want 
to make up for past wage and ben- 
efit cuts. But whether that means 
they’ll walk off the job and leave 
passengers stranded is another 
question. Federal law makes it hard 
for unions to strike, (ap) 


As the Rich Get 
Thrifty, We All 
Feel the Pinch 


Washington 

Wealthy Americans aren’t spending 
so freely anymore. And the rest of 
us are feeling the squeeze. 

The question is whether the rich 
will cut back so much as to tip the 
economy back into recession — or 
whether they will spend at least 
enough to sustain the recovery. 

The answer may not be clear 
for months. But their cutbacks help 
explain why the rebound could be 
stalling. 

The economy grew at just a 
2.4 percent rate in the April-June 
quarter, the government said Fri- 
day, much slower than the 3.7 per- 
cent rate for the first quarter. 

Economists say overall con- 
sumer spending has slowed main- 
ly because the richest 5 percent 
of Americans — those earning at 
least $207,000 — are buying less. 
They account for about 14 percent 
of total spending. These shoppers 
have retrenched as their invest- 
ment values have sunk and home

Iraq’s Conflicting Stories 

While the U.S. says its transition is on track, the numbers paint a bloody picture 


Baghdad 

While concern is rising in the U.S. about the 
war in Afghanistan, the U.S. is anxious to show 
evidence of progress in its other conflict — Iraq. 
New Iraqi government figures tell a different 
story, with civilian casualties hitting their high- 
est level in more than two years — figures the 
U.S. rushed on Sunday to dispute. 

The rejection of the figures, compiled by 
the Iraqi ministries of defense, interior and 
health, comes at a delicate time. The Ameri- 
can military has pronounced Iraq’s security 
as stabilizing and is going ahead with plans 
to send home all but 50,000 troops by the end 
of the month, leaving Iraq’s nascent security 
forces in control. The last American soldier 
is due to leave by the end of 2011. 

Things were not much better in July for the 
Americans in Afghanistan — where U.S. losses 
were the highest for any month of the war. The 
monthly death toll — 66 — surpassed the previ- 
ous record of 60 deaths in June. U.S. command- 
ers have warned of more bloodshed as fighting 
escalates in longtime Taliban strongholds. 

In Iraq, the July death toll — 532 — was 
the highest since May 2008, when 563 died, 
heightening concerns over the country’s pre- 
carious security even as a political deadlock 
persists nearly five months after a parliamen- 
tary election produced no clear winner. 

The new figures suggested that a resilient 
insurgency is successfully taking advantage 
of the political deadlock and shows the dif- 
ficulties of achieving a political solution in a 
polarized society like Iraq’s, where ethnic and 
religious groups compete for power regard- 
less of where national interests lie. 

Bombings, assassinations and gunfights 
remain daily occurrences in Iraq, particular- 
ly in the capital, although the overall level of 
violence has dramatically declined since 2008. 
The concerted attacks on Shiite civilians are 
thought to be designed to reignite the sectari- 
an strife that pushed the country to the brink 
of all-out civil war in 2006 and 2007. 

With U.S. forces out of Iraqi cities since 
June of last year, insurgents seem to be focus- 
ing their attacks on Iraqi security forces and 
Shiite civilians. U.S. soldiers have largely been 
left alone, and their casualties have mostly 
been in the single digits recently, (ap)

Warning Sign 

The troubled transi- 
tion to full Iraqi control 
serves as a warning for 
the U.S. and NATO as 
they pursue the same 
broad strategy in Af- 
ghanistan. In both coun- 
tries, the war plan calls 
for weakening the insur- 
gents on the battlefield 
while building up local 
forces capable of han- 
dling security as politi- 
ciansseeka political 
resolution.

After blizzards kept

Washington 

Outside, the white December snow 
piled higher. Relentlessly higher. 
Inside a Laurel home, a woman 
watched “Dexter” reruns while her 
boyfriend played “Batman: Arkham 
Asylum.” They grew restless. They 
looked at each other. 

And then they — well, you 
know. 

“Once a day,” Gineen Glenn, 
27, admitted on a recent Tuesday. 
“Twice a day,” interjected John 
Cargo, 28. 

No denial from Glenn, who is 
expecting to give birth to their first 
child, a boy, in early September. 
“You lose track of the days,” she 
said, giggling. “It’s just dark.” 

So it was during the historic 
blizzards in December and Feb- 
ruary that trapped folks indoors, 
and sent them searching for ways 
to relieve the boredom. Nearly nine 
months later, the things some res- 
idents did are apparently breed- 


ing results. 

Holy Cross Hospital in Silver 
Spring is boosting its staff size to 
handle the more than 800 moth- 
ers-to-be who have pre-registered 
to deliver there in August, Septem- 
ber and October each. That’s up to 
75 more deliveries per month than 
in the same period over the last 


two years, according to Ann Burke, 
the hospital’s medical director of 
obstetrics and gynecology. 

“It seems to be that when people 
stay home, they find ways to enter- 
tain themselves,” she said. 

But Anne Arundel Medical 
Center, Georgetown Universi- 
ty Hospital, Providence Hospital 


and the D.C. Developing Families 
Center do not expect a rise in fall 
deliveries. 

Annamarie DeCarlo, a spokes- 
woman for Anne Arundel Medi- 
cal Center, says the tough econo- 
my has couples delaying starting 
a family. 

So, are we about to see a blizzard 
of blizzard babies, or not? 

The notion of a correlation 
between calamities and increased 
births most famously dates back to 
the New York blackout of 1965. Nine 
months after residents spent sever- 
al hours in the dark, the New York 
Times announced a baby boom in 
area hospitals. 

Yet that theory was quashed 
in a 1970 paper by Richard Udry, 
a demographer at the Universi- 
ty of North Carolina at Chapel 
Hill. He found no statistically sig- 
nificant upswing in births asso- 
ciated with the blackout. “It is 
evidently pleasing to many peo- 
ple,” he concluded, “to fantasy 
that when people are trapped by 
some immobilizing event which 
deprives them of their usual activ- 
ities, most will turn to copulation.”

Made in D.C. 

Often the District’s non-political 
culture feels manufactured, like all 
the people who live here and don’t 
work in government decided we need 
emblems other than the Washington 
Monument to remind everyone that 
there’s more to the 
city. Example: Calling 
some fossils discov- 
ered in Southeast the 
“Capitalsaurus" and 
making it D.C.’s “Offi- 
cial Dinosaur." 

Our unofficial 
cocktail, the Rickey, 
has a much less obviously forced 
provenance. It was created here in the 
1880s at a bar called Shoomaker’s 
and named for lobbyist Col. Joe Rick- 
ey, an early fan. The basic formula 

— liquor, lime, sparkling water and ice 

— makes for the kind of refreshment 
people probably killed each other over 
in the days before air-conditioning. 
Thus the D.C. Craft Bartender’s Guild 
dubbed July Rickey Month, or as I like 
to call it, “Give Me the Icy Bubbly Stuff 
Before I Stab You" Month. 

The grand finale is a party tonight 
at the Passenger (1021 7th St. N W) 
that features more than two dozen 
bartenders’ takes on the enduring 
local libation. Admission is $10, which 
includes a classic Rickey. 


Fresh Catch 

The rule with sushi is don’t go on a 
Monday night —that’s when you’ll be 
eating the leftovers from the week- 
end. But Sticky Rice (1224 H St. NE ) 
claims its new fish shipment arrives 
Mondays, so all the sushi at that

Artifacts From the Past 


A pair of restored 
Roger Corman sci-fi 
flicks bring us back 
to a campier time 


DVD Review 


Perhaps more impressive than the 
number of movies Roger Corman 
has produced (Imdb.com lists 
389 and counting) is the dizzy- 
ing array of genres he’s hopped 
throughout his career. Corman 
took whatev- 


er was popu- 
lar at the box 
office — biker 
movies, crea- 
ture features, 
A-bomb hor- 
rors, slasher 
flicks — and 
made low-bud- 
get knockoffs that occasionally 
surpassed their inspirations. 

After the success of “Star Wars” 
and “Alien” in the 1970s, Corman 
produced a trio of sci-fi flicks in 
the early ’80s, mixing elements of 
space sagas with horror movies. 
Though he used some of the same 
sets — and even the same footage 
— the three films are remarkably 
different, as Shout! Factory’s new 
Blu-Ray releases prove. 




“Galaxy of Terror”

“Galaxy of Terror,” is a mind- 
boggling rewrite of “Forbidden 
World,” with dazzling effects by 
some guy named James Cameron. 
Its follow-up, “Forbidden World,” 
sets an “Alien”-style mutant loose 
on a remote space station and 
manages to dream up a pret- 
ty compelling sci-fi mythology. 
(Sadly, “Battle Beyond the Stars,” 
the first film in this run, is not 
being released at this time.) 


With its dark ambience and 
escalating weirdness, “Galaxy 
of Terror” is the more impressive 
of the two films. It follows a res- 
cue mission to a strange planet in 
which the crew members perish, 
one by one, in spectacularly inven- 
tive scenarios: One is squeezed 
by vines until her head explodes, 
another is killed by his own sev- 
ered arm, and another falls prey 
to a giant maggot. 

Rather than strike the set after 
“Galaxy of Terror” wrapped, Cor- 
man gave one of his editors, Allan 
Holzman, a chance to make his 
directorial debut using the same 
spaceship consoles and space sta- 
tion corridors. 

“Galaxy of Terror” is the bet- 
ter movie, but “Forbidden World” 
is the better bad movie, with an 
almost comic eagerness to please. 
The monster, an obvious HR Giger 
rip-off, looks completely different 
every time it’s on screen; of course, 
it’s supposed to be continually 
mutating, but mostly it looks too 
immobile to be menacing. Also, 
it kills a man by peeing on his leg 
and electrocuting him. 

Neither “Galaxy of Terror” nor 
“Forbidden World” is a great film, 
but they are, like Corman, inven- 
tive and brazen in their deriva- 
tions. STEPHEN M. DEUSNER
